HISTORICAL ANDOVER, — 


An Ancient Mariner. 

‘Rabert Gray of Salem was ‘not the 
tirst of his name in that port. Thomas 
Gray came with Conant to Cape Ann 
in 1626, and seems to have owned land 
in Nantasket, and retreated to’ Marble- 
head, after a mob had pulled. down his 
house near Salem, A court record re- 
lates the “breaking of his face” by 
John Devereux in 1647 and this was 
perhaps a non combatant of the second 
generation. _I suspect the. first one was 
a Quaker or something obnoxious to 
the authorities. He may not have 
been related to the other Grays of | 
Salem, but they all choose Thomas 
among the ‘infant’s nantes, © as: well as 
Edward. ‘Henry is peculiar to our .An- 
dover line, and .perhaps- that is the 
reason Abiel Abbott in the “History of 
Andover” gives Henry as father of 
our Robert. “~Hlenry, the tailor of |

we find him buying twelve rods of land 
with the responsibility of a fence to be 
kept in order for nine years, and after 
that he to bear only half the expense.

No Waste in the Cocoanut 


A Chinese preverb says that the c- | 


coanut tree has as many properties as 
there are days in the year, The fruit of 
the tree is the only part imported into 
California, and it is now put to many 
and widely different uses, not one atom 
being thrown away. One‘local importer 
receives about 300,000 cocoanuts a 
month, Only a small portion of them 
is kept for the “green trade” as it is 
called when the nut is sold in its orig- 
inal State, the greater bulk passing to 
the factory, where the husk is removed 
and the inner nut is steamed to facili- 
tate the removal of the meat. About 
thirty-five boys and girls are employed 
there in peeling off the thin brown skin. 
This is carefully preserved and sent to 
the oil and lead works, where a sub- 
stance resembling lard and known as 
cocoanut butter is extracted. This is 
worked into all sorts of toilet articles. 
The white, meaty part of the nut, after 
being washed, is thrown into different 
machines fo be ground according ta the 
quality required, some grinding it al- 
most as fine as flour, others cutting it 
into strips half an inch wide. The next 
process is the cooking, which is done in 
immense brass kettles continuously re- 
volving to insure an even result. Only 
the milk contained in the heart of the 
nut is used in the cooking. After the 
nut is sufficiently cooked—that is, when 
the moisture has wholly evaporated, 
thep ulp is placed in shallow iron pans 
and dried in drying closets, and the 
“dessicated cocoanut” of commerce is 
the result which enters into many dif- 
ferent confections. 


That part of the cocoanut whose 
properties are not so well known in Cal- 
ifornia is the outer covering or husk. 
The inner woody shell of this makes 
excellent fuel. If you are initiated into 
the mysteries —or rather, tricks—of the 
trade, you wil also know that it does 
duty as “spice.” How spicy it realy is 
depends upon what is mixed with it. At 
any rate it is to good a fuel to be 
thrown away. But the fibrous outer 
shell of the cocoanut was, until very re- 
cently, thrown into the bay, to float off 
and finaly disfigure the surounding 
beaches. There is now a factory on the 
Berkeley shore of the bay which uses 
this despised husk in the manufacture 
of another useful commercial commodi- 
ty. It is the only factory of its kind in 
California and it assumes a position of 
peculiar importance when it is remem- 
bered that it is converting what wa 
previously considered waste matter into 
a article of great utility. Out of thi3 
husk an aromatic, perfect sanitary and 
springy material is being made to serve 
as a substitute in . mattress 
for the unsanitary curled hair. Tne 
husk of the cocoanutshell contains a 
fibrous material which really makes ex- 
cellent furniture and mattress filling. 
It is infinitely superior to shoddy. This 
industry is only in its infancy on this 
coast. Twenty-five per cent. of the 
husk is hair or fibre, the rest is dust; 
but not even thisd ust is wasted, for 
nursery men have found that it makes 
an excelent covering forwinter flower 
beds. The first process through which 
the husk is put is that of crushing. 
This isa ccomplished by a machine re- 
sembling a rock crusher, and sounding 
very much like one when at work, 
driven by a forty horse power engine. 
This is called the picker. The husk 
comes out of it as dust and horse-hair 
like fibre, with here and there a rem- 
nant of the shell. This is .picked over 
by boys and

The next morning— 
what joy! @ ground is covered with 
snow, soft and velvety, four or five

A moment to real- 
ize that he has actually killed his moose, 
and then the triumphant. hunter produces 
a flask that he and his guide may drink 
to their success, and- to each other's 
health—and to, everybody else's good 
health. They then fill their pipes and sit 
down to enjoy a little of that_calm con- 
tentment that follows the complete and 
Successful accomplishment of one's most 
cherished desires. The next day is spent 
He blazing’ and “swamping out’’ a way 
y which the moose may be hauled out, 
and after much labor and difficult driv- 
ing, he is hauled into camp on a sled.”

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The Rev2nue Law 


Collector James D, Gill of the Inter- 
nal Revenue service, district of Massa- 
chusetts, is making. vigorous efforts to 
enforce the revenue laws. in his dis- 
trict. 

There are known to be many viola- 
tions of the law, some of which are un- 
doubtedly due to a lack of knowledge 
of the requirements and others, of 
course, to fraudulent intent. 

While ignorance of a law will never 
hold as an excuse for its violation, it 
is regarded as only fair that officials 
should do what they can to make the 
laws known. In pursuance of such a 
policy, Collector Gill has recently issued 
a circular to manufacturers, wholesale 
and retail dealers in cigars, tobacco, 
and snuff, warning them that they vio- 
late the internal revenue law when they 
buy or sell any cigars, tobacco or snuff 
for resale in any manner other than in 
the full package, put up, stamped, 
branded and marked by the manufact- 
urer. 

Local dealers have received the circu- 
lars, although it is claimed that there 
is no intentional violation of 'the reve- 
nue law in this city, Internal revenue 
officers have visited Lawrence, but 80 
far no arrests have resulted. 

The internal revenue law regarding 
the sale of cigars provides how cigars 
shall be put up by the manufacturer. 
and when sold for resale, the law pro- 
vides a penalty of not more than $1000 
and imprisonement for not more than 
two years if they are sold in any: other 
way than in the manufacturer’s origi- 
nal and unbroken package. This section 
however, provides for the sale at retail 
only, by retail dealers only, from the 
manufacturer’s package, and the retail 
dealer, at his place of business, is the, 
only one who can. break or sell from 
a broken box, and he cannot make sales 
except in‘ full boxes, when the cigars 
are bought from him to be sold again. 

Failure to destroy stamps as soon as 
the box has been emptied makes one li- 
able to the penalites of the law, and the 
same is true if other cigars ‘than those 
originally placed there by the manu- 
facturer are placed in a partially filled 
box. 

Tobacco and snuff, like cigars, can be 
purchased by the retail dealer in pack- 
ages put up by the manufacturer or 
importer, in kind, character, and size, 
as prescribed by law, properly stamped, 
marked and branded, and ‘the stamps 
must be immediately destroyed by the 
owner or person in whose possession it 
is when emptied, and like cigar boxes, 
these packages cannot be again refilled. 
Section 3,363 permits retail dealers only 
to sell at retail only, and not for resale, 
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tobacco and snuff, like cigars from the | 


manufacturer’s packages, but if for re- 
sale, it must be in the manufacturer’s 
unbroken package. 

Peddlers can sell only in the manu- 
facturer’s duly stamped, branded and 
marked original packages, and \they vi- 
olate law if they sell broken packages 
or peddle without qualifying as a ped- 
dier by giving a bond in the sum of 
$500, and a statement to the collector, 
and obtain the collector’s certificate be- 
fore doing any. business.

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A LITTLE VARIETY. 


The man who first attempted to eat a 
roast quail each day for 30 consecutive 
days found his stomach revolting at the 
task and failed in his undertaking. But 
later, under the agreement that the quail 
might be served in any way he desired, 
he completed the task with ease. The 
moral of.all this is that variety in cook- 
ing is essential to appetite. 

Just at this season of the year there 
are many people who are heartily sick 
of roast turkey. They find the dish on 
hotel bills of fare, in restaurants and on. 
the home table. Strangely enough few 
American housewives and cooks ever 
think of cooking a turkey in any other, 
way than by roasting it, with the usual 
stuffing and cranberry sauce accompani- 
ment, Why not cook the turkey, an ex- 
cellent bird, in a variety of ways? Let 
me suggest one or two that will relieve 
the monotony and also a recipe for using 
up the bits of turkey left from the roast. 
FILLETS OF TURKEY WITH RICE. 

Skin the breast of an uncooked turkey 
and carefuly remove the breast meat, 
This will give two large and two small 
fillets, and the large ones being split you 
get six good sized pieces for cooking, 
Into a saucepan put one cupful of clear 
chicken or turkey stock, add one cupful 
of well-washed rice, one-half of a tea- 
spoonful of onion juice and one-half of a 
teaspoonful of salt, and simmer slowly 
until the liquid is absorbed. If the rice 
is not yet tender, add a little more stock, 
just sufficient to keep it from burning 
until cooked. When tender, add two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, one tablespcon- 
ful of grated or finely chopped cheese, 
and season to taste. Cover and let stand 
by the side of the fire for ten minutes, 
In the meantime, drop the turkey fillets 
into smoking hot fat, and draw it from 
the hottest part of the fire to cook for five 
minutes, by which time the fillets should 
be well browned and tender. Dish the 
rice in the center of a platter and place 
round it the fillets,:fusting the rice with 
paprika. ; 

TURKEY A LA ROYALE. 

Dip good thick slices of stale bread into 
beaten egg and milk and when well sat- 
urated lay aside for a few moments and 
then fry to a golden brown in hot deep 
fat. Remove and drain on unglazed. 
paper. Make a sauce by putting in a 
saucepan two tablespoonfuls of flour and 
same amount cf butter, alittle sallanda 
dash of cayenne. When well mixed and 
heated add four tablespoonfuls of chick- 
en stock and the same amount of cream. 
Stir until thick, when you may add one 
pint of turkey meat, minced, a dozen 
canned mushrooms, a little of thé liquor 
from the can, seasoning to taste, and 
simmer for ten minutes, Take from the 
fire, add the yolk of one egg, well beaten, 
still all together and serve on the slices 
of prepared toast. 

TURKEY IN CASES. 

This is easily prepared if you have the 
patty cases. To one cupful of minced 
turkey, free from fat or skin, add one- 
quarter cup of finely minced ham. . To 
this chopped meat add one-half of the 
amount of sauce. prepared as above, set 
over hot water for five or eight minutes 
until well heated, fill the patty cases, 
sprinkle over each a little finely chopped 
parsley and serve. 

BOILED TURKEY. 

Turkey may be boiled just as you boil 
a chicken, with pork. Select a young 
bird and when done serve with an oyster 
sauce.

CURRIED CHICKEN. 


Try out, in the pot in which the curry 
is to be made, three large slices of salt 
pork and three oniong sliced; fry until 
the onions are brown; cut the chicken 
into small pieces and slice three pota- 
toes thin; add them to the pork and 
onions, cover well with water, cook until 
the chicken is done and the potatoes 
have thickered the water; salt to taste. 
Put two tablespoonfuls of curry powder 
in a cup and mix with water. Slice two 
or three more potatoes very thin, add 
them and the mixed powder to the stew 
and boil until the potatoes are cooked 
but not broken. Serve with rice, The 
above is for one extra large chicken or 
two small ones. 


BROILED OYSTERS. 

Choose large, fat oystérs; wipe them 
very. dry; sprinkle them with salt and 
pepper, and broil upon one of the grid- 
irons with close bars made for this pur- 
pose; you can dredge the oysters with 
flour if you wish to have them brown, 
and many persons fancy the juices are 
better preserved in that way; butter the 
gridircn well, and see that the fire is 
hot and clear; broil quickly ard dish 
hot, putting a bit of butter upon each 
oyster ag it is taken from the gridiron. 


FRIED MEAT CAKES. 

Chop lean, raw meat, seascn with 
salt, pepper and onions; shape into flat 
cakes, dip each in egg.and bread crumbs, 
and fry in drippings. Any meat may be 
used for this dish, but it is pariicularly 
nice of beef. Drain on a strainer; have 
ready 2 dish of nicely mashed potatoes, 
on which put your beef cakes ind serve. 


ORANGE PIE. 

Cream @!e tablespoonful of butter ard 
three-fourths of acup of sugar tegether, 
add the beaten yolks of three eggs and 
whites of two; add juice and grated rind 
of one orange, and juice and orie-half 
grated rind of one lemon. Bake with 
one crust. Frost with the white of an 
ese. 


SCRAMBLED | MUTTON. 

Three cups of cold boiled mutton 
chopped fine, three tablespoonfuls of hot 
water, one-fourth of a cup of butter, put 
on the stove, and when hot, break in four 
eggs and stir constantly until thick.

FOR THE BABIES. \ 
By Christine Terhune Herrick, 
(Contirfued from last week.) 


There prevails an impression, ground- 
ed upon ignorance, that milk alone will 
not sufticiently nourish a young child, 
but must be supplemented by something 
else. The student of food values appre- 
ciates tne fact that milk is what is 
known us a “perféct food.” That is to 
say, it cuntains all the elements neces- 
sary to support life. Alone, it would be 
nutriment euough to provide for a.well 
baby’s health and growth until it had 
passed its first year. . 

Such is the delicacy of a little baby’s 
stomach, however, that it can rarely 
bear undiluted cow’s milk. It must be 
mixed with water, or perhaps have 
cream added to it or pepsin or lime- 
water, or ve prepared in some other com- 
bination advised by a physician, In 
many cases the mother’s most valuable 
aid,, next to milk, will be found in one 
of the infants’ foods to which reference 
has'already been made, The manufact- 
urers of these declare that the ingredi- 
ents of their Wares have been submitted 
to certain processes which have antici- 
pated the work of digestion, so that the 
food: is in a condition to be managed by 
the child's immature gastric powers. 

Whea the mother finds one of these 
foods that is satisfactory, let her hold 
fast'to it and not be tempted by the re- 
hearsal of the experiences of other 
Mothers to try a new article. Nor must 
she be discouraged if a food does not 
suit a baby absolutely on the first two 
Or three trials. Frequently, it may not 
seem wholly satisfectory until the child's 
stomach becomes a little accustomed 
to the new diet. After a few days ora 
week a fvcd will often prove entirely 
Suitable which at the first seemed as if 
it would not answer at all.

BAKED HALIBUT. 
Clean a p.eve of halibut weighing two 


and one-hatt pounds. . Place on a but- 
tered fish sheet in a dripping pan. 
Sprinkle with sult and pepper and ar- 
range on the top strips of fat sale pork, 


Add one cup of milk, and bake in a quick 
oven thirty-five minutes, basting every 


‘teri minutes, removing the pork the last 


teri minutes. Place on a serving dish, 
remove the outside skin and garnish 
with shredded potatoes. Serve with 
Hollandaise sauce. Mash one-half cup 
of butter and divide in three pieces, Put 


_one piece in a sauce pan with yolks of 


two'eges, and one tablespoonful lemon 
juice. Place saucepan over hot water 
and stir constantly until the butter is 
melted, then add second piece of butter, 
and as the sauce thickens, the third 
piece. Add gradually one-third cup of 
boiling water. Cook, stirring constant- 
ly, until the consistency of soft cust- 
ard, Remove from the fire and add one- 
quarter of a teaspoonful of salt and-a 
few grains of cayenne pepper. 
ROAST DUCK, 

Dress, clean and truss two ducks. 
Place on the rack of a dripping pan, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper, and cover 
the breasts with thin slices of fat galt 
pork. Bake twenty to thirty minutes 
in a very hot oven, basting every five 
minutes with the fatin the pan. Domes- 
tic ducks require one hour for roasting. 
Serve with olive sauce, Melt cne and 
one-half tablespoonful of butter and 
stir until well browned. Add two table- 
spoonfuls flour and pour on gradually 
one and one-half cups brown stock, Re- 
move the stones from ten olives, leav- 
ing the meats in one piece. Cover wit 
boiling water and cook five minutes; 
drain and add to sauce, Season with 
salt and pepper. 


CUP. PLUM PUDDING, 

Take one cup of raisins, currants, flour, 
bread crumbs and eugar; stone and cut 
the raisins and dry the currants, chop 
the suet, and mix all the above ingredi- 
ents well together, then add two ounces 
of candied peel and citron or little mixed 
spice, salt and ginger (half a teaspoon- 
ful of each); stir in four well beaten 
eggs and mi'k enough to make the mix- 
ture so that the spoon will stand up- 
right in it; tie it loosely in a cloth, or 
put it in a mold; plunge it then into boil- 
ing water, and boil for three and a half 
hours. 

1.EMON PIE.

One shank of beef, oneflgrge bunch of 
celery, one cup of rich cream.~ Makea 
good broth of a shank of beef, skim off 
the fat, and thicken the broth with a 
little flour mixed with water. Cut into 
sma!l pices one large bunch of celery or 
two small ones, boiling them in the soup 
until] tender. Add a cup of rich cream 
and season with salt and pepper. 


GLASS BEVELLING, 


Bevelled glass is not: new, but it is 
now far more extensively used than 
formerly. Twenty years ago bevelled 
mirrors were comparatively rare; now 
they are common, and are seen in many 
shapes-and sizes. Bevelled plates, large 
and small, and both straight and bent, 
are used for various other purposes. 
The process of glass bevelling is very 
simple, but the work calls for skill oa 
the part of the operator. 

The plate fo be bevelled goes first to 
the roughing mill, which is a_ solid, 
heavy steel wheel about two feet and a 
half in diameter, set horizontally, and 
turning at a high rate of speed. The 
upper face, or top of. this wheel, ie 
slightly roughened. Suspended over 
the wheel is a big hopper containing 
sand, which is fed down through a 
spout in such quantity as may be re- 
quired upon the top of the rough-faced 
steel wheel. The grinder holds the plate 
to be ground in his hands, with the 
edge to be ground in his hands, with 
the edge to be ground off upon the face 
of the roughing mill; he shifts the 
plate along as the glass is ground away. 
The expert grinder, holding a sheet of 
glass against the roughing wheel in this 
manner, will ‘grind a true bevel; with 
a perfectly straight line along its: inner 
edge, and he brings the side bevels tu- 
gether with a perfectly true angle at 
the curners. 

In the roughing mill -the bevel is 
wrought to shape but its face is rough 
looking and feeling, in fact, like what 
it is, ground glass.. The plate gces 
then to the emery wheel, also of steel 
and set ‘horizontally. Suspended over 
this wheel is a little hopper filled with 
emery, the emery feeding down upon 
the wheel. Upon this wheel the rough 
face of the bevel as it cones from the 
roughing mill is again ground, the plate 
being ha-4 '. tne *1n.? manner ty oa 
grinder, and the surface is brought 
nearer to smoothness. - 

From the emery wheel the plate goes 
to she smoothing stone, which is also 
set to turn horizontally. The sinoothing 
stone, which is of an extremely fine 
sandstone, is made’ with ita upper sur- 
face, that against which the glass is 
stone is finished perfectly smooth and 
it is sc fine grained that to the touch it 
seems almost polished. A tiny stream 
of water enough to keep the face of 
the stone wet, is made to ‘trickle down 
upon it and the glas sis heid to this 
wheel just as it was to the othera and 
here the beveled edge is brought down 
to a smooth surface, but not polished. 
The plate goes then to the polishing 
wheel made of wood and set to turn 
vertically; the bevel edge of the glass is 
held against the edge, or face, of this 
wooden wheel as it revolves rapidly. 
The face of the wheel is kept wet and 
constantly supplied with pulverized 
stone. Upon this wheel the bevel edge 
gets its first polish. The glass then 
takes the final step in the .bevelling 
process, It goes to another wheel, also 
of wood, and also turning vertically, 
whose face is of felt. The face of this 
wheel is also kept wet and it is sup- 
plied with fine polishing material called 
from its color rouge. Here, as at the 
first polishing wheel, the glass is held 
with the bevel against the edge, or face 
of the wheel. On the rouge wheel the 
bevel gets its final polish and finish and 
the surface of the bevelled edge, which 
after the first operation, was rough like 
ground glass, is now as smooth and as 
polished as the flat surface of the plate. 

Great plates that are too big to be 
held. by hand are locked Into a frame 
that can be so moved as to bring the 
edges to be beveleld against wheels ad- 
justed for the purpose. -

CONGRESSMAN KNOX SPEAKS. 


Burns Club Treated to Excellent Expo- 
sition of the Colonial Problem. 


% 

Last Saturday evening at the meeting 
of the Burns Club in the Village. hall, 
Congressman Knox gave ap interesting 
talk on “Current Topics.” He spoke, 
however, chiefly on the questions and 
problems arising out of the war with 
Spain. He-prefaced his remarks with a 
splendid tribute to the poet Burns and 
inasmuch as the club bearing his name 
was of a socialand literary nature, rather 
than political, he said he would endeavor 
to keep politics entirely out of his re- 
marks and deal with the questions as 
the law of the land had made them. 

The war with Spain had _ brought 
many new problems to the people of our 
country and over the question of holding 
colonies there was much difference of 


opinion. Some argued that this was 
contrary to our government, our tra- 
ditions, and our constitution. Others 


again believed that they were in the 
direct line of progress. Many men _ be- 
lieved that the war with Spain was all 
wrong, and that forbearance enough 
was not shown by our government. 
Many believe that Aguinaldo is a patriot 
after the stamp of George Washington. 
With such a diversity of opinion, it isa 
difficult thing fur the government to 
outline a fixed policy. 

The word colony does not go down 
very well with the American people. 
Long ago they were colonists themselves 
and the oppression to which the foolish 
King George and his stubborn advisers 
subjected theta, led to the Revolution 
and the origin of a new and great nation. 
Since then the word “colony” is some- 
thing to be shunned’ by the Ameri-

our holding Cuba, Puerto Rico and the 
Philippines, comes from the association 
of tyranny with colonies.’.. The lesson 
which Britian learned from her —tyran- 
ical treatment of the American colonies, 
however, while a bitter one at the time, 
has been of great profit to her, and now 
when the American government, repre- 
senting as it does the majority of the 
Americans, has decided that America 
will hold the Philippines, we also .can 
profit by Britian’s lesson in governing 
colonies, as she has learned it. Her 
system of governing is far above that of 
any other colonizing power. 

Congressman Knox divided the colonial 
history of Britain into three periods, the 
last and most successful dating from the 
Queen’s golden jubilee up to the present 
time. The success of her colonizing lies 
in giving tothe people of the lands she 
colonizes, justice, liberty of speech, free- 
dom, and equality, coupled with sending 
only her ablest men to govern them. The 
speaker said that there was an example 
which America could follow. The colo- 
nization of people within the tropics is 
the hardest. problem to solve and our 
possessions, Puerto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, being in the tropics, work is doubly 
hard. In Puerto Rico the people, being 
of Spanish descent, are more easily 
brought up to the level of American and 
European civilization. Moreover they 
are enterprising and are already pro- 
gressing very well. 

In the Philippines it is vastly different, 
the people being indolent and ‘work just 
enough to gain for themselves sufficient 
food. The work of colonizing here must 
go on slowly, little by little, establishing 
municipal government in its highest 
form. To do this the government at 
home must be strong and only the best 
men of the country should be ad to} 
posts-of responsibility in our possessions. 
As to the tariff in these possessions, 
Congressman Knox thought it would not 
be applied except where articles came in 
competition with American manufactn- 
rers. Already the cigar-makers are 
agitated over the tariff questions but 


people are thinking them out. 

But apart from what has been gained 
in possessions by the war, the United 
States has through the war become a! 
world power. Our commercial interests 
in the East have been stimulated and 
two years ago had the American govern- 
ment asked for a share of the trade in

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tue Andover Water Supply. 


\nexceedingly dry and hot summer has 
reduced the water supply of many towns 
Commonwealth and in neigh- 
boring states to such an extent thata 
water famine has resulted or has been in 
prospect elsewhere, so that it will not be 
out of place to give a few facts in rela- 
tion to the supply of this town. 

Superintendent John:E. Smith, of the 
Board of Publie Works, was seen by a 
‘Townsman reporter this week in regard 
to this matter and his statements were 
very reassuring. According to his 
statement the town need never fear a 
water famine unless something entirely 
out of the ordinary should happen. Un- 
der present conditions the capacity of 
Hagyett’s pond is such that it would fur- 
nish more than six times as much water 
per year as is now used. 

When the pond was at its lowest this 
summer there were still 20 feet of water 
inthe basin which could be drawn from, 
and, reckoning 40,000,000 gallons to the 
foot, this would have given the town a 
water supply -of 800,000,000 gallons 
available before it was exhausted. As 
the total pumpage of the town per year 
is less than 120,000,000 gallons, it can 
readily be seen that, the loss from evap- 
oration taken out of consideration, the 
rown could have been supplied for over 
six years by what water was in the 
pond at its lowest point this summer, 
without a@ drop of water running into 
the pond. 

The water level is now rising so that 
the citizens of Andover may rest as- 
sured that they will have all the water 
they want to use with no fear of the 
supply being used up. 

llaggetts pond is supplied from springs 
toa great extent, the best source of sup- 
ply that any pond furnishing water for 
consumption can havevas arule, and as 
has been proven in the case of Andover, 
by the purity and excellence of its wa- 
ter. When workmen were excavating 
at the pond for the foundation for a new 
pump, a spring was broken into which

Coal Situation. 


The present condition of the coal mar- 
ket is causing some uneasiness. ‘The sit- 
uation has not yet changed for the 
better; it is really worse so far as the 
immediate supplies of bituminous are 
concerned. Bituminous has been selling 
in large quantities to railroads and cor- 
porations that must have it. 

Transportation is still the principal 
feature which is causing the coal famine 
and in the West the pinch’ for coal still 
continues with almost fabulous prices 
being obtained. Anthracite is very firm, 
with possibly a better supply at hand, 
but not enough to relieve the strain on 
the situation. 

Everybody who can do so is substi- 
tuting anthracite for bituminous and 
that greatly increases the demand for 
this class of coal. Full circular rates 
Coal freights are 
alittle easier but are still most re- 
markably high. 

The retail prices are firm with the 
movement good, ahd are not much, if 
any, higher than they were two years 
ago. The advance from the summer 
schedule has been about. $1 to the ton. 
‘The local coal dealers have no uneasiness 
as regards the condition of affairs, 
however, and have little difficulty in 
filling their orders, nor do they doubt 
but they can still continue to do so. 

The large mills and shops of this place’ 
are ina safe condition-as far as their 
coal supply is concerned. The Smith «. 
Dove and the Marland mills have con- 
tracts for their winter quotaso that they 
are sure of getting all that they need 
when they need it. At the Tyer Rubber 
company, one of the owners said that 
they had all that was necessary to run 
their plant until some time in January 
and that he had no fears of not being 
able to obtain more when the time came 
to do so. 

Therefore, although high prices are 
likely to prevail throughout the winter 
and even though bituminous coal is of a 
rather poor quality, it is not probable 
that the supply will be exhausted. 


tlowed about 400°gallons per minute and 
was three feet above the pond’s level. 

Just at present many people have 
noticed and spoken of a peculiar taste 
in the water but they need have no 
scruples in drinking the water. Mr. 
Smith has investigated the matter and 
has come to the conclusion that it is due 
to the exceptionally large number of 
oak leaves which were blown into the 
pond this fall and have become decayed. 
He says itis only a question of a short 
time before this taste will have entirely 
disappeared. 

Andover people should consider 
themselves fortunate at being blessed 
with such an excellent water supply.

Obituary.

JOSEPH ABBOTT. 

Another of Andover’s oldest inhabi- 
tants passed away Wednesday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock, after an illness of three 
years, during which time he was not - 
able to stand at all. This was Joseph ! 
Abbott, who was. born in the West 
Parish, September 6, 1811. 

During his early life he learned the 
cabinet trade with John Flint, father 
of John H. Flint. * Later on he engaged 
in the furniture business with his 
brother Herman, ina shop which stood 
on the spot now occupied by Memorial 
hall. This was followed by some time 
spent as an undertaker, also in company 
with his brother. Then Mr. Abbott em- 
barked in the picture selling and framing 
trade in a store which stood on the 
ground now occupied by P. J. Hannon’s 
tailoring establishment. When this 
building was burned, he moved to other 
locations. 

The deceased be'tonged to the Free 
Church of which he’ was one of the 
charter members, the only other one of 
whom now living is Deacon William 
Donald of Frye Village. He was much 
interested in the anti-slavery movement 
and it was from this cause that he with- 
drew from the South church, together 
with a number of others who were fav- 
orable to the anti-slavery movement, to 
found the Freé Christian church. 

He married Abigail Caroline Foster of 
this place, who diedin 1852. Mr. Abbott 
has always lived in Andover, and for 
about 30 years in the house on High 
street, where he died. . No relatives 
survive him with the exception of one 
grandson, George A. Smith, whose 
mother, Mr. Abbott’s daughter, died 
only a short time since. 

The funeral will be held from the 
house Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
Rev. Frederick A. Wilson officiating. 
Friends are invited to attend. Burial 
will be in the Old South church ceme- 
tery. 


MISS ABBY HALE PEABODY. 


Miss Abby Hale Peabody, a widely 
known maiden lady of this place, died at 
her home on South Main street last Mon- 
day night, aged 84 years. For some time 
she has been in poor health and has been 
seriously ill for the past two weeks.
